Canberra, Feb. 24.~Promicr Robort Gordon Menzies 
said today that Austrafin plans to proceed forthwith to 
prosecute the rovised list of 120 suspected Japancso 
criminals “against whom grave and properly triable casos 


ara shown to cxist.” 


In a policy statement be- 
fore the new Conservative 
Parliament, Mr Menzies de- 
nounced “the wretched state 
of affairs in which justice 
is denied because it is de- 
Juyed.” 

Mr Menzies sald thot an 
urgent review of the whole war 
crimes trial situation, made by 
the new Government, resulted 
in whilting down untried cases 
-(o—17,_involving 120 suspects 
Hoe ‘sald the majority of the 
suspects amv in custody in Japan, 
but some are at large, and “ac- 
on hag been taken to ap- 
prehend them." 

Mr Menzies deplored the long 
delays in finishing the Austra- 
lian war crimes triniy, quoting 
from the Magna Carta that “to 
no man shall we deny or delay 
the right of justice.” 

He explaincd that) “the ine 
definite postponement of . the 
trial may mean o gross injustice, 
What Is cqually unfortunate, it 
may perpetuate tn days of peace 
feolings of bitterness which 
afford a poor foundation for 
paciiication and mutual under- 
standing omong the peoples of 
the world," ‘

. He pointed out that the Far. 
Eastern Commission — deelde: 
thal all war crimes trials should 
be completed before September 
30, 1949. He sald, when taking 
onice, he found there were '44 
citses Involving 101 suspects, Ho 
said: “We wero greatly disturb- 
ed to find there were very 
many Japanese suspects who 
were still without a trial over 
four years after the war, They 
have been confined to prison 
muny of them for over twa 
years, others for periods varying 
from four months to two years." 

He sald General MocArthur ad- 
vised that he contemplated re- 
leasing untried suspects, but 
consulted Canberra, The Pre- 
mier said he decided “first, 
that if evidence astainst the 
accused has not been ad- 
equately collected nearly four 
and a half years after the 
termination of hostilities, the 
ense against such persons must 
be so speculative that prolonged 
Imprisonment without trial 
could not be justified.
